A By-law  Concerning  the  Royal  City  Gas  Im- 
provement Company,  Limited. 

\\T  IIE REAS  the  Royal  City  Gas  Improvement 
VV  Company,  Limited,  hereinafter  called  the 
Company,  is  desirous  of  erecting,  constructing, 
maintaining,  and  operating  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  of  New  Westminster  a gas-plant,  gas- 
works, and  necessary  buildings  for  the  manufac- 
ture, production,  generation  and  distribution  of  gas, 
and  to  supply  the  said  City  and  its  inhabitants 
with  gas  for  all  purposes,  and  to  charge  consumers 
thereof  reasonable  rates  therefor,  and  such  Com- 
pany has  been  duly  incorporated  for  the  said 
purposes : 

And  whereas  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  New 
Westminster,  hereinafter  called  the  Corporation, 
is  desirous  of  assisting  the  said  Company  in  carry- 
ing out  the  said  undertaking : 

Now  therefore  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  New  Westminster  enacts 
as  follows : — 

(1.)  For  the  purposes  aforesaid  the  Corporation 
hereby  grants  unto  the  said  Company  the  privilege 
to  lay  down,  relay,  connect,  disconnect,  repair  and 
maintain  all  mains  and  other  pipes  through  and 
under  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  highways, 
bridges,  and  thoroughfares  of  the  said  City  as  may 
be  necessary,  proper  or  convenient  for  distributing 
and  supplying  gas  to  consumers  thereof,  and  to 
make  connection  between  such  mains  and  pipes 
and  the  dwellings  or  other  buildings  of  such  con- 
sumers where  such  gas  is  to  be  used,  the  same  to 
be  laid  and  connected,  maintained  and  repaired  in 
a workmanlike  manner  so  as  not  to  interfere  with 
the  use  of  said  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  highways, 
bridges  or  thoroughfares  of  the  said  City  for  the 
purposes  of  travel,  and  so  as  not  to  interfere  with 
any  existing  sewer,  gas,  or  water  pipes  in  said 
streets,  avenues,  alleys,  highways  and  thorough- 
fares. Provided  always,  and  the  right  is  hereby 
reserved  to,  the  said  Corporation  to  decide  what 
streets,  avenues,  alleys,  highways,  bridges  and 
thoroughfares  the  Company  can  so  use  for  the 
purposes  aforesaid,  and  also  as  to  what  part  of 
the  same  shall  be  used  by  the  Company : 

(2.)  For  the  purpose  of  laying,  repairing,  keep- 
ing, maintaining,  connecting  and  disconnecting 
said  mains  and  pipes,  the  Corporation  hereby 
grants  unto  the  Company  the  privilege  of  digging 
ditches  and  of  excavating  in  the  said  streets, 
avenues,  alleys,  highways  and  thoroughfares,

bond  shall  have  been  delivered  to  and  approved  of 
, by  resolution  of  the  Council  cf  the  Corporation: 


(4.)  Before  t he  Company  proceeds  to  open  or 
break  up  any  street,  avenue,  alley,  highway, 
thoroughfare,  drain,  ditch  or  tunnel,  it  shall  apply 
to  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  for  leave  to  do 
such  work,  and  no  work  shall  be  commenced  before 
such  permission  is  duly  granted  by  the  said  Council, 
except  in  case  of  emergency,  when  application  shall 
be  made  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Works 
for  the  time  being.
